An investigation was ordered by 
the leaguo governing commission­ 
er. who announced the suspension 
of Captain Jam es Justice, the offi­ 
cer involved, until completion of 
the inquiry. 
The trouble began, when Justice’s 
car. bearing also the Earl of Avles- 
ford and Fraulein Kathe Braun, a 
German girl, injured a woman. 
Justice, member of an interna­ 
tional police force In the Saar, ap­ 
ologised to the woman, whose in­ 
juries were slight. Quick to arrive 
on the scene were 30 members of 
a “disciplinary force” on the Ger­ 
man Front. 
Warning Shot Fired 
The official version said Justice, 
who 'was in civilian clothes, 
be­ 
lieved he was in danger and fired 
a warning shot. A man named Neu- 
m eister was wounded, but not ser­ 
iously. The crowd set upon Justice 
and beat him badly. The Ea&i of

^ lance and was knocked down. Frau­ 
lein Braun says he also was struck 
on th® head and beaten on the 
back.

the “ Enterprise" arrived In Columbus with 
a cargo of 1,700 bushels of coal, which wa* 
regarded as very heavy.

are many details yet to be settled. 
For instance, the Chine** Eastern

railroad proper. •‘Manchukiio” also 
wants to buy these. Terms of pay­ 
ment must also be agreed upon.

N e w York Case Against Hauptmann Strong 
But New Jersey Hopes To Spring Surprise 


POSTMAN MUST BE EXPERT PUZZLE SOLVER

ecution is facing, in th© opinion of 
obsorvcrs. 
“ I wasn't there" is H auptm ann's 
contention. 
He adm its having pos­ 
session of Lindbergh ransom money 
at the tim e he was arrested but 
th at is as far as he will go in in­ 
crim inating himself. 
T he state of New Jersey, how­ 
ever. is reported to have located a 
new witness whom they will spring 
s t 
the 
Hauptmann 
m urder trial 
next month in an effort to prove 
their charges that he was at the 
scene of the crime. 
Millard Whited, a hack country 
New Jersey logger, is the most spe­ 
cific witness along this rifle which 
th© state has so far brought out In 
the open. 
Whited, who at o n e time had a 


farm adjoining th© Lindbergh es­ 
tate at Hopewell, claims that on 
two occasions shortly before the 
kidnaping he had seen Hauptmann 
within a couple of miles of 
th© 
Lindbergh home. He declared the 
stranger h© saw in that neighbor­ 
hood twice between February IS, 
1932 and February 27 was H aupt­ 
mann. 
The I.indhergh baby was 
abducted on March I. that year. 
Testim ony 
to this effect was 
given under oath by W hited at the 
H auptm ann extradition hearing in 
a 
Bronx 
county 
court. 
Whited 
pointed H auptm ann out from the 
witness stand. 
He 
m ade it 
even 
more specific. 
At the suggestion 
of Attorney General David T. Wll- 
entz of New Jersey, W hited left the 
stand, walked to 
defense counsel 
table, and placed 
his 
hand 
on 
H auptm ann's shoulder. 
On both occasions. W hited said. 
he had a good view of th© stranger. 
Once W hited was driving his au­ 
tomobile and saw 
th© 
stranger 
alongside the roadway, only a few 
feet away. 
Th© second tim e W hi­ 
ted was In his truck and the stran g ­ 
er stood by to let him pass. 
The defense scoffs at W hited's 
testimony. 
At 
th© 
extradition 
hearing th© defense produced three 
w itnesses who lived near W hited 


in New Jersey and who knew him 
well. They stated his reputation for 
veracity and honesty was ‘‘bad.” 
Legal opinion, and th© best de­ 
tective minds as well, have been 
of the opinion that it might take 
more than W hited’s testimony to 
convince a hard-headed jury that 
H auptm ann was in New Jersey the 
night the baby was kidnaped. 
Even today there is a feeling on 
the nart of many persons that New 
Jersey was precipitous in bringing 
Hauptmann to trial on th© m urder 
charge. New York 
state, 
which 
wanted to try him for extortion, ob­ 
viously had a very strong—if not 
‘ sure fire”—ease against 
H au p t­ 
m ann for extortion. 
Conviction in the m urder charge 
would send H auptm ann to the elec­ 
tric chair. 
Conviction on the ex­ 
tortion charge would have resulted 
in Hauptm ann being sentenced to 
20 years in jail. 
Th© New York authorities would 
have liked to have tried 
H aupt­ 
mann first. They were certain any 
jury would have convicted him on 
the extortion charge because, n o t 
only was $14,590 of the $50,000 ran­ 
som money found on his premises 
in th e Bronx, but he had a 
120 
Lindbergh hill 
in 
his possession 
when arrested. 


Furthermore, 
H auptm ann 
had 
been identified bv a num ber of w it­ 
nesses as th© man who had been 
passing ransom 
money in 
th© 
Bronx. 
John Perronne a taxi driver, who 
lives in th© Bronx, has identified 
Haupimann as the man who gave 
him $1 as a tip to deliver a note to 
Dr. John F. tJafsle"! Condon, the 
Lindbergh 
intermediary, 
at 
the 
start of th© ransom negotiations. 
Miss Celia Barr, cashier for a 
motion picture theater in G reen­ 
wich Village. New York City, posi­ 
tively identified Hauptmann a* the 
man who gave her a $5 ransom 
bill in November. 1933. 
Both Perronne and Miss B arrftg- 
ure to 
be 
Important 
witnesses 
against H auptm ann 
at the forth­ 
coming m urder trial. 
The New Jersey authorities will 
have the complete cooperation of 
the New York police and the Btonx 
county state's attorney's office at 
the trial. 
This will count for much 
because of the evidence dug up In 
New York city.

th© largest store of gold in the 
world, it is indicated. 
Officials 
have 
broadly 
hiuted 
that a removal of gold stocks now- 
held in New York and Philadelphia 
will follow, soon after th© first of 
the year, th© transportation of the 
San Francisco horde 
to Denver. 
No official admissions are expect­ 
ed to be made. 
The elaborate system of protec­ 
tion developed around the Denver 
mint, the new repository for the 
symbol of the nation’s wealth, in­ 
cludes safeguards against seizure 
of the treasure by invaders. 
Poison Gas Defense 
Electric rays, poison gas. and the 
latest 
autom atic photography de­ 
vices now are part of the defensive 
equipment of the 
United 
States 
m int here. 
Jj 
On© piece of photographic equip­ 
m ent is a cam era that snaps a pic­ 
ture of every person who steps be­ 
fore the window 
where gold 
is 
bought. 
Magnetic detectors are employed 
that reveal the presence 
ot any 
weapon on the person of any visi­ 
tor. These were one of the devices 
worked out by mechanical and elec­ 
trical experts sent here to make 
a careful survey and recommend 
extensive protective m easures 
at 
the building which already houses 
more than $2,000,000,000 of the yel­ 
low metal. Though their visit was 
secret, some details of th© protec­ 
tive m easures were learned by In­ 
ternational News Service. 
On© of these automatically re­ 
leases poison gas upon anyone hav­ 
ing th© tem erity to try to sink a 
bit or drill into the walls of tho 
mint vaults. 
Alarm W ithin Mint 
A nother contrivance flashes an 
alarm at a 
central 
awitchboard 
within th© mint every tim© a per-

I son, car or other object comes 
within a few feet of the building. 
This device, recently perfected for 
prisons, surrounds a building with 
invisible lines of electric force. The 
instant th© lines are cut by an ob­ 
ject, a light flashes on the sw itch­ 
board showing just the point 
at 
which the building la being 
ap^ 
proached. 
The 
detector device 
rings 
an 
alarm if any peraon being ad m it­ 
ted to the m int building has a gun 
or other concealed 
steel 
object. 
These detectors 
are so accurate 
that they would disclose the pres­ 
ence of so small a piece of m etal 
as a nail file. 
Th© huge stores of gold being 
brought to Denver prompted new 
efforts to protect the m int ade­ 
quately against any possibilty of 
theft or even seizure by foreign 
enemies. 
This much was indicated by the 
recent visit here 
of Mrs. Nellie 
Tayloe Ross, director of th© Unit­ 
ed States mints, aud W. C. Cram. 
Jr., assistant to the secretary of 
the treasury. Following their con­ 
ference with Mark Skinner, super­

guarded admissions were m ade of 
developments.

The g reater security offered by 
Denver's isolated location, far from 
sea or foreign boundaries, is d e­ 
clared to have motivated th© re ­ 
moval of th© gold here. In doing 
so th© government is 
emulating 
France, which has its entire store 
of $4.000,000,000 worth of gold lock­ 
ed in vaults far beneath th© bot­ 
tom of a lake, where they could be 
flooded 
instantly 
upon 
th© 
ap­ 
proach of an enemy. 
The hug© shipm ent of gold from 
San Francisco, estimated to have 
totaled 2,375 tons, was m ade over 
a period of IO weeks, with special 
trains containing three 
or four 
mail cars each arriving on regular 
semi-weekly schedules. A total of 
97 cars were used, or enough to 
make a single train nearly a mile 
long. 
Each gold train was protected by 
32 men and two officers of the reg­ 
ular army. In addition, postoffice 
inspectors, secret service men and 
local police here and in San F ran­ 
cisco guarded th© loading and un­ 
loading of th© shipments. 
Because of th© Immensity of the 
gold shipm ents from th© roast, no 
effort was made to keep th© time 
of arrival here of the early ship­ 
ments secret. Motorcycle polio© and

Monetary Developments 


Th* monetary developments of 
1934 are likely to go down in his­ 
tory as of m ajor Importance. Early 
in the year congress granted P resi­ 
dent Roosevelt authority, which he 
Immediately exercised, to devalue 
the gold dollar. He aet the price of 
gold at $35 an ounce, thus cutting 
the dollar's value in gold down to 
59 06 cents. 
In the same law congross gave 
title to all monetary gold to the 
United States treasury, instead of 
the federal reserve system. 
This, however, did not satisfy the 
Inflationary elements in congress 
and before the session ended they 


Millions of dollars 
were 
com­ 
mitted by the government during 
the year in an effort to bring back 
prosperity and 
to care for

needy. By the middle of the year 
the public debt 
passed the

Relief expenditures averaged be­ 
tween 
$100,000,000 
and $150,000,- 
OOO a month throughout thp year. 


H undreds of millions of dollars 
in addition were collected in proc­ 
essing taxes and paid to 
farmers 
for reducing surplus crops. 
Aided by the w orst drouth on 
record, the production 
of major 
crops was cut to the lowest figures 
for a generation and farm prices 
rose accordingly to high levels. 
T he drouth necessitated further 
relief. While the governm ent paid 
cash to buy food for hum ans, 
it 
also bought cattle and sheep 
by 
the thousands, 
either 
removing 
them to better grazing lands 
or 
slaughtering them to m ake food for 
those on relief rolls. 
Throughout the year public at­ 
tention was centered on the NRA 
—first by the bitter criticism of 
mem bers of congress, then by the 
fault-finding of the Harrow- board 
of review, and finally by labor. 


T he climax came with the resig­ 
nation of Hugh S. Johnson, as ad­ 
m inistrator, Septem ber 25, followed 
quickly by the reorganization 
of
